Henrietta Lacks Enbancing Cancer Research
Act: Committee on Health, Education, Labor, and
Pensions was discharged from further consideration
of H.R. 1966, to direct the Comptroller General of
the United States to complete a study on barriers to
participation in federally funded cancer clinical trials
by populations that have been traditionally under-
represented in such trials, and the bill was then
passed.

Lifespan Respite Care Reauthorization Act: Sen-
ate passed H.R. 8906, to amend title XXIX of the
Public Health Service Act to reauthorize the pro-
gram under such title relating to lifespan respite
care.

Dayton Peace Accords 25th Anniversary: Com-
mittee on Foreign Relations was discharged from
further consideration of S. Res. 729, recognizing the
25th anniversary of the Dayton Peace Accords, and
the resolution was then agreed to.

National Urban League 110 years: Senate agreed
to S. Res. 808, congratulating the National Urban
League on 110 years of service empowering African
Americans and other underserved communities while
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helping to foster a more just, equitable, and inclu-
sive United States.
